BRANCH EMPLOYMENT 
OFFICE TO BE SOUGHT 
BY LOCAL CHAMBER 


A branch office of the employ- 


ment service of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Labor will be sought by 
the Corsicana Chamber of Com- 
merce following the action of the 
board of directors at their regular 
bi-weekly meeting Tuesday morn- 
Ing. Other 
routine business oc- 


cupied the board at the session. 


The quarterly 
financial state- 


ment of the chamber was submit- 
ted to .the board by the secretary 
and received 
considerable atten- 


tion. It was pointg(' out that a 
strict program of l onomy would 
have to be, enforced during the 
coming year". 


A memorandum from the Dal- 


las Chamber of Commerce 
and 


from the United States Chamber 
of Commerce was read to the di- 
rectors, asking them to consider 
the Senate bill that would place 
the state in the accident Insur- 
ance business. The directors ques- 
tioned the advlslblllty of such a 
procedure, and went on record as 
opposing the bill, and instructed 
the secretary to so notify 
the 


representatives of this county. 


Membership of the Butler-Cal- 


houn Company was announced and 
one resignation reported by W. P. 
McCamrnon, chairman of mem- 
bership activities. 


F. A. Pierce,' county counsellor 


for the East Texas Chamber of 
Commerce announced a meeting 
of District Four at Mexia Friday 
afternoon at 2 o'elock, to be pre- 
ceded by a meeting of the various 
community counsellors of Navarro 
county in Corsicana Friday morn- 
ing. He urged as many of the 
directors as possible to attend the 
Mexia meeting. 


Secretary Harwell reported on 


the winter and spring activities 
of the unemployment bureau, in 
which 887 men affecting over 4,000 
people were found to be unem- 
ployed in a survey through the 
city schools, and many of them 
placed for part time employment 
by the chamber. He reported that 
the future was uncertain and that 
if possible relief agencies should 
be established.

mon experience of devotion. With 
consecrational fervor, , they sang, 
"Just As I Am," and then moved 
quietly out, to extend the influ- 
ence of the service into the entire 
community.

Has Something New Happened?

The phenomenon 
is but a repetition of the Tri- 
umphal Entry of Jesus. 
Christ 


somehow appeals to the deeps of 
the-'human heart. ' For his sake 
men and women will do what they 
will' not do for their own pecuni- 
ary profit or for their own pleas- 
ure. Tlic instinct to pay Homage 
to Him'; to get a new sense of 
His • reality and presence; to re- 
ceive an Inner benediction from 
Him, is as wide as Christendom. 
It needs an Easter demonstra 


tion to awaken the world to 8 
fresh apprecatlon of the popular- 
ity of Jesus Christ. In Hi3 mem- 
ory, and at His feet, all churches 
become The Church.

The Triumphal En-

When The Crown Went Wild.

by the presence of multitudes "as-

for the 
Passover, and 


stimulated nervously by the high 
altitude of Jerusalem, "let them- 
selves go" in the fervor of their 
acclaim of Jesus, whom they cx- 
peoted 
at" this time to 
assume 
temporal sovereignty 
over 
the 


Jewish 
nation. 
As 
the 
srafty 


watchful Pharisees said, . Lo, the 
world is gone after Him." 
As the little company of dis- 


ciples, -walking beside their Lead- 
er, Who rode a lowly ass, round- 
ed . the 
shoulder of 
Olivet, they 
were expected, and were visible 
from the walls of the City of Jer 
usalem. 
At once the multitudes 


began to stream forth from the 
city gates. 
The hour was at

reduce wages and 


lower American living standards. 
* " * The council is inspired by a 
firm conviction that it is only a 
step from reductions in wages to 
continuous, permanent unemploy- 
ment." 


A wage cutting policy, the coun- 


cil held, 'constitutes a public vio- 
lation of the understanding reach- 
ed" in a conference of industrial 
and labor leaders with President 
Hoover.

FRANKING SYSTEM IS GIVEN 


AS PRINCIPAL CAUSE OF

LAREDO, May 12.—(/P)—A pos- 


tal deficit of about $140,000,000 at 
the* close of the 
present fiscal 
year/was predicted today by1 As- 
sistant Postmaster General Tilton 
in an address before the conven- 
tion of Texas postmasters. 


Tilton said this deficit would

"The 
constantly increasing de- 


ficit in the postal receipts as com-

Explaining that -while part of 


this deficit should not be charged 
against the postoffice department 
because it was due to the frank- 
inc system, Tilton pronounced the 
present total so enormous as to 
defy adjustment for years to come 
unless postal rates should be rais- 
ed.

Brown's proposal of a 2 1-2 cent 
first class postage rate, but .he 
contended this method the "most 
uimple and positive" to overcome 
the deficit.

FIFTY-FOOT MOTORBOAT IS

USE; REPLACING MAYFLOWER 


WASHINGTON, May 13._ 


A SO-foot motor boat will' be the 
flagship 
of 
Commander-in-chief 


Herbert Hoover. 
For several months the presi- 
dent has been without a boat he 
really could call his own. Early 
in his administration he ordered 
the presidential yacht Mayflower 
decommissioner and 
sold 
and 
since that time he has depended 
on the navy and other depart- 
ments to provide 
transportation 
on the water. 
But the navy now is fixing up a 
motor boat which was used on 
the battleship Arizona until 1929. 
Since then the small craft has 
been 
re-engined, 
outfitted 
and 


overhauled in presidential style. It 
Is at Norfolk and will be brought 
to the Washington navy yard early 
next week.

date on the first ballot has been 
rare in French history, since as 
in American political conventions, 
votes for favorite sons cut heavily 
into the
